he theater becomes dark. A delicate 
harpsichord melody lilts from the orchestra pit 
as dim figures scurry to move props. Four im- 
posing sections of set move together to become 
‘ the red-tiled roof and clean-lined archways of a 16th- 
century Spanish villa. The courtyard is gradually 
dressed with ornate wooden benches, geraniums in 
pots, and a leafy tree in a planter at center stage. Move- 
ment on stage ceases and the scene subtly brightens to a 
dreamy, moonless night. : 

Suddenly a voice from the back of the theater cuts 
through the illusion, “The roof on the second wagon is 
pointing the wrong: way!” The lights come up to 
daylight brightness. The ‘‘wagon,” a stagehand’s name 
for a piece of movable set, is a stucco section of the villa 
at stage right. Unseen hands adjust it to another angle. 
Director Clayne Robison walks across the stage and ex- 
amines the tree. “I think I want the low side on stage 
left,” he says, pointing to a limb. With a wide arm mo- 
tion he summons a stagehand for help and grabs.a side 
of the planter. Together they push the tree around. A 
spotlight hits the villa wall and flicks from white, to 
yellow, then pink, and back. It focuses, the outline 
sharpening to a fine edge, then disappears. 

The stage is cleared and the voice at the back of the 
theater calls out again, ‘‘Places please. I can still see 
people in the wings, everybody outta sight! Last call; 
places!” 

The stage resumes its moonless night and The 
Marriage of Figaro, Act IV, begins. 

A curvy peasant girl in a garment of tied scarves and 
a skirt ambles on stage. She has the barefoot earthiness 
Mozart might have wanted as he cast and produced the 
first performance of Figaro for the Imperial Court 
Theater in May 1786. ? 

A mirthful young man approaches and begins teasing 
her. A tail, sturdy fellow, he moves with purpose, and 
gestures broadly. A loose white shirt with draping 
sleeves, a cummerbund of colorful weave, knee-length 
breeches and high boots cover his long frame. His fre- 
quent wide smile shows teeth and his eyes crinkle at the 
corners as he throws his curly head back in a hearty, 
contagious laugh. Even Mozart would think him the 
personification of the amicable, scheming Figaro, so

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Loneliness is a problem that nursing home residents must learn to cope with.

ohn has spent most of his 44 years on earth in a 
mental institution. Mary has the body of a 29- 
year-old woman and the mind of a six-year-old 
girl. Frank is a former stake patriarch, but now 

e’s too old to take care of himself. 

All these people have one thing in common. They are 
residents of nursing homes in Utah County. They, and 
the homes they live in, have another thing in common. 
They are often éither ignored or criticized by those who 
may someday join them. 

Nursing homes still suffer from a bad name because 
of some unethical owners attempting to “rip off” inno- 
cent elderly people or mistreat the mentally handicap- 
ped. However, Utah County nursing home ad- 
ministrators vehemently deny they have anything in 
common with such places. : 

“*A lot of people don’t know what actually goes on in 
nursing homes,” says Anita Morgan, director of nurs- 
ing at Hidden Hollow Rest Home in Orem. “Too many 
people criticize us without actually coming here and 
seeing for themselves.” 

Ann Todhunter, administrator at Todholm Care 
Center in Springville, heartily agrees. ‘‘Many people 
think we are holding people to get rich and not do 
anything to help them. That’s just not true.” 

“Get rid of those bad nursing homes,” urges Sheila 
Lane, recreation therapist at Timpanogos Nursing 
Home in Provo. ‘“‘We don’t want to share their bad 
name. We have a good name in the community and we 
want to keep it that way.” 

Nursing home administrators admit that unethical 
nursing home practices still exist, but they hope such 
problems will be discovered and eliminated quickly. 
Government and professional nursing home associa- 
tions are playing a larger role in the battle against “‘op- 
portunist” nursing home owners. 


espite an increase in self-regulation and 

government regulation, nursing homes still 

carry a stigma in the public mind that will be 

hard to erase. Carol Vinson, director of nur- 

sing at Orem Valley Care Center, attributes this stigma 
to strong public guilt feelings. 

“In the old days, Grandma and Grandpa lived with 

the family and they were looked up to and respected,” 

she explains. ‘‘Things have changed. Now, we put them 


in homes and let other people take care of them. Many ° 


people have guilt feelings because of that which they 
transfer to the nursing home staff, no matter how good 
a job they may be doing.” 

Mary Lynn Aguirre, director of nursing at Todholm 
Care Center (a nursing home for the mentally ill as well 
as the elderly), feels family guilt is especially strong 
when a mentally ill family member is taken to a nursing 
home. : 

“One look at the family can usually tell us why the 
person is ill,” Mrs. Aguirre explains. “They often have 
emotional problems themselves which they cannot cope 
with. Consequently, they make that one member carry 
the blame for the whole family’s problems.” 

Social embarrassment as well as family guilt often 
leads the family to either-ignore the person or criticize 
the facility. They (the family) often have a hard time 
facing reality, Mrs. Aquirre points out, even to the 
point of lying. 

“Sometimes the family doesn’t tell the individual that 
he or she is being placed in a nursing home,” Mrs. 
Aguirre explains. “They tell the person that they are 
taking them to a hospital where they will be better off 
or where they will work as a nurse. Members of one 
family said they would come back for the family mem- 
ber after their vacation. But they never came back.” 

Mentally retarded or mentally ill patients are often 
placed in nursing homes because of overcrowded condi- 
tions at the state institutions, according to local nursing 
home administrators serving such patients. Carol Vin- 
son, who works with the mentally retarded, explains 
that her residents usually have a mental age of five or 
Six. 

Mentally ill patients, on the other hand, have high 
1.Q.s and college educations. “These people are not un- 
intelligent,” emphasizes Mrs. Aguirre, who works with 
43 mentally ill residents. “Many are more educated 
than I am. They haven’t lost their intelligence either. 
It’s in there, but in many cases they just can’t seem to 
get to it.” 


To illustrate, Dale Goodwin, owner of two nursing

homes in Utah County, noted that two of his residents 
were the late Norma Madsen, singer and pianist for 
whom the Madsen Recital Hall is named, and Norma 
Tiechert, the noted Mormon artist. 

“Before his death, Hugh B. Brown would come down 
to visit Norma,’ Goodwin said. One time he wasn’t 
well enough to get out of the car so Norma went out to 
see him.” 


enturing into a nursing home for the un- 

initiated can be a depressing experience, but 

for those who are going there for the first 
f time, to make it their permanent home, it can 
be a nightmare come true. 

“Their first reaction is they don’t want to be here,” 
Goodwin explains. “The elderly, especially, cry on the 
shoulders of their family and beg to be taken home.” 

Why wouldn’t the elderly want to be in a nursing 
home with others their own age? 

Goodwin attributes the negative attitudes to 
philosophies developed during the depression. ‘“Those 


people vowed that they would never again allow them- 


selves to become dependent upon others or to be put on 
government welfare. These same people are the ones 
who are now being placed in nursing homes.” 

Talking about the realities of life in a nursing home, 
Rhoana Sergeant, 82, of Panguitch, said, “It’s good — 
if you have to be here.” 

“My husband died,’ Mrs. Sergeant explains, and 
my children thought this would be a good place for me 
to be. I didn’t want to go into their homes and upset 
their lives.” 

Sheila Lane, who works with elderly residents, 
believes the elderly, like their younger counterparts, 
wént to be able to make their own decisions and run 
their own lives. 

‘‘When you move into a nursing home you suddenly 
have someone saying, ‘it’s time for breakfast, it’s time 
for lunch, it’s time for supper. Would you like to take 
your bath now?’ and many other duties we take for 
granted, : 

“I take my bath when I want. I eat when I want. I 
sleep when I want. They don’t have that privilege 
anymore. Consequently, they become belligerent. They 
say, ‘I’m going to do what I want when I want to do it.’ 
And that’s a perfectly normal reaction.” 

Goodwin claims that even though the elderly lose 
some important freedoms when they enter a nursing 
home, it is still the best place for them. ““We charge $21 
a day and that’s the best health care deal you can get. 
The price includes nursing care,.room and board, and 
recreation. 

“If they stay long enough to let my cook show them 
the high quality of food they'll get, to let my nurses 
demonstrate their concern, and let the other residents 
talk to them, before long they won’t want to leave.”

welcoming committee of residents would be 

a good way to cheer up new residents, Mrs. 

Lane thought, until she realized that some of 

the residents had already formed one ... in- 
formally. 

“They visit new residents and inform them about the 
good and the bad here and help them get adjusted,” 
Mrs. Lane explains. “I asked them once why they do it 
and one of them said, ‘Because they’re older people, 
and they need us and we need them.’ ” 

No one should be surprised to find out that service in 
a nursing home is often not a one-way street. 

“Td like to crochet but my eyes are so bad,” explains 
Lorena Hansen, 88, formerly of Nephi but now a resi- 
dent of Timpanogos Nursing Home. ‘“‘Ceramics is my 
replacement for crocheting. I made six piggybanks 
recently. They’re all going to my great-grandchildren.” 
~ Giving of their time and efforts is not unusual for 
many elderly nursing home residents. Mrs. Lane, who 
supervises their activities and service projects, says they 
have a favorite saying: ‘‘Sure I’ll do it. ’ve got more 
time than money.” 

She adds: ‘Sometimes they'll get together and one 
will say, ‘Martha, down in room three, wants a quilt. 
What should we do?’ And the others will agree to get 
the material together, tie it, and give it to her.” 

Not all they do is for each other, though. Sometimes 
the community benefits from their service. 

“During Easter we had an Easter egg hunt with some 
of the children from the Challenger Pre-Nursery 
School, located next door. Each child would ‘adopt’ a 
grandma or grandpa and the two of them would look 


for Easter eggs,” Mrs. Lane explains. ‘‘We also invited

them over during the Christmas holidays last year. The 


‘residents really enjoyed it.” 


The Challenger Pre-School children loved it too, ac- 


cording to Barbara Baker, director of the school. “They - 


thought it was a blast. I think it’s something they 
should continue. It was a very positive experience for 
the children.” 


he Heart Association has also benefited from a 
project of elderly nursing home residents 
called a “‘Rock and Roll Jamboree.” Residents 
would either rock in their chairs or roll down 
the hallway in their wheelchairs and collect pledges for 


the length .of time they rocked or the distance they 


rolled. 

The mentally handicapped and mentally ill are also 
involved in the community, though in a different way. 

“All but 12 of our residents work in the community 
or at Sheltered Workshops,” Mrs Vinson explains. 
They receive payment for this service, which makes 
them feel worthwhile and more a part of the com- 
munity. 

For most of the mentally ill, working directly in the 
community is not yet feasible. So they have their own 
way of doing things. : : 

“On Monday afternoon we have arts and crafts,”’ ex- 
plains Margaret Collings, activities director at 
Todholm. ‘‘Right now we’re painting Christmas tree 


ornaments and making quilt blocks. We hope to sell 


these at our annual bazaar here or at a sidewalk sale in 
Springville. The money they earn will pay for their ac- 
tivities, as well as the materials for future projects.” 

Through these projects the residents who participate 
receive much-needed help in a way that, deep down, is 
familiar to us all. “Building their self esteem is one of 
our major goals here at Todholm,” Mrs. Aquirre says. 
“One who can do nothing is worth nothing. These peo- 
ple know that as well as we do.” 

Though it is slow and often invisible, progress is be- 
ing made in numerous ways in Utah County’s nursing 
homes. The government is working to eliminate un- 
ethical nursing home practices. Public attitudes are 
changing. And people who are elderly, mentally han- 
dicapped or mentally ill are beginning to live nearly 
normal lives. 

Stringent state and federal regulations now deter- 
mine nursing home financial procedures, health care, 
privacy of residents and floor space. Almost all nursing

A Single Man by Elton John

hile everyone else was hailing Blue 
Moves, Elton John’s last album, as the 


beginning of the decline and fall of Elton: 


John, (after such unmemorable efforts as 
Here and There and Don’t Shoot Me, I’m Only The 
Piano Player) 1 hailed it as a refreshing return to the 
type of music that made Elten’s earliest efforts great. 
The songs were done with instrumental alacrity, the 
lyrics the best since Tumbleweed Connection. But 
there it ended. Elton told us he was retiring from tour- 
ing, released an extravagantly commercial Greatest Hits 
album, and he and lyricist Bernie Taupin went their 
separate ways, Bernie to do lyrics for Alice Cooper and 
Elton to semiretirement to give up his glasses, get a hair 
transplant, and generally recover from the hectic pace 
of being a rock and roll legend. 


Musi 

Well, he’s back with a new album that reveals a new 
Elton, notably without Bernie Taupin. Elton has said 
that the songs for this album were created differently 
than any of his other songs. Where formerly Taupin 
would write the poetry, and then Elton would fill in 
with the music, now Gary Osborne, Elton’s new 
lyricist, makes the words fit the music. 

The music itself, while strangely reminiscent of 


earlier Elton works, has a’style all its own: mellow, sub- 
dued and personal. 


The band has also changed, with percussionist Ray 
Cooper hanging on as the only original band member 
still with Elton (though guitarist Dee Murray makes 
one guest appearance). sso 


There are a couple of lively throwaways, of course. 
“Big Dipper” sounds like it was taken from the same 


sessions as the Honky Chateau album, and “Part-Time 
Lover” and “I Don’t Care” are Neil Sedaka-type pop 
bouncers, but for the most part Elton’s new songs are 
intensely sentimental. ‘“‘Georgia” (with Elton’s own 
Watford Football Team as backing vocalists) is an ex- 
ample of this, as well as “It Ain’t Gonna Be Easy,” 
(reminiscent of “Bullet In The Gun Of Robert Ford’’). 


Much of Elton’s best material is a result of his obses- 
sion with death. “Funeral for a Friend,” ““Someone’s 
Final Song” and “Ballad of Young Danny Bailey,” on 
previous albums, are all based on the deaths of the 
respective heroes of the song. The most beautiful song 
on A Single Man is ‘‘Song For Guy,” dedicated to the 


memory of a friend of Elton’s, a messenger boy who- 


died at the age of 17 in a motorcycle accident. The syn- 
copated song is highlighted by Elton’s haunting, barely 
audible voice singing with a background of wind 
chimes: and keyboards, “Life... Isn’t death a good 
thing? / isn’t death a good thing? / isn’t death a good 
thing? / life... life... life...” : : 


Elton’s musical career has gone full circle, it seems, 
from excellent mellow songs to blatantly commercial 
crap back to decent, listenable music. Clearly A Single 
Man represents Elton at his best, a talented, poetic 
musician with the potential to make his music a per- 
sonal testament for all to enjoy.

Children of Sanchez by Chuck Mangione 


Reviewed by Walt Hilker 


areful. Before you dole out ten bucks of the 

money your mom mailed you for a winter 

jacket, and buy the new Chuck Mangione 

album, Children of Sanchez, be forewarned. 
The two-record set, recorded for a movie by Hall 
(Jonathan Livingstone Seagull) Bartlett, was raked out 
of twenty-three and a-half hours of Mangione music, 
composed in three hasty weeks. Five hours were culled 
from that marathon session for the movie, and the 80- 
plus minutes that make up Children of Sanchez were 
then yanked from that. : 

The result is two terrific melodies, both too lengthy 
for sanity’s sake, and a remaining 58 minutes of sloppy 
performing and less-than-professional composing. 

Mangione has done so much better. Bellavia was a 
masterpiece, and his Feels So Good had dynamic 
arrangements of well-conceived melodies. Children of 
Sanchez is admirable only in light of the speed in which 
it was written and performed.
